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TOWN MANACGER’S REPORT 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of China: 


I submit to you my second annual report for the munici- 
pal year ending December 31, 1967. The year has passed rather 
quickly and quietly with the following things accomplished. 

The State Aid money along with a special appropriation 
of $10,000 was used on the South Road, so called. Three thou- 
sand eight hundred fifty feet of highway was reconstructed 
and will be black-topped this coming spring. The bulk of the 
Town Improement money was used on the Bumps flat with at 
least .5 mile built. 1 do recommend a tar cover for this stretch. 
Five sections of road in town were sealed with tar. Severa! 
culverts were replaced and lowered to help solve some drain- 
age problems. Icy conditions and having nearly fifty miles of 
roads to keep plowed and sanded have presented their usual 
problems. I feel the crews have done exceedingly well in hand- 
ling their jobs. 

Getting labor for jobs such as Cemetery care, bush cut- 
ting and such has been almost impossible. 

Tax collections were very satisfactory with about 92% 
collected, leaving an uncollected balance of $15,419.09 for 
current years taxes and only $44.35 due on prior years ac- 
counts. 

The last revaluation note was paid in full. Notes were 
isseued for the payment of the grader over a 5 year period. 
($4000.00 for four years and $2700.00 for the fifth year). 

No noticeable change in Welfare or A.D.D. cases has oc- 
curred in the past year. 

Audit of the town books was completed on January 20. 
Details of this audit are printed elsewhere in the Town Re- 
port and a copy is on file at the Town Office. 

It is the duty of all the qualified citizens of China to go 
to Town meeting on March 1 and 2 for election of officials 
and voting to provide the funds for the various projects that 
you desire. 

I wish to thank the town officials and the citizens of 
China for the cooperation given me this part year.

GENERAL CONDITIONS OF SCHOOL 
BUILDING AND EQUIPMENT 


Generally speaking the school building is in very good 
condition. Under Maintenance of Plant (the 700 series) plans 
call for painting the outside of the building, repairs to the 
roof of the oldest section around ventilators, various interior 
painting as needed, and emergency repairs that come about 
from time to time. 


Last year’s money for repairs was used mainly for plumb- 
ing and heating service and repairs; paint and related sup- 
plies; and miscellaneous repairs. 
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The Capital Outlay (1200 series) money is planned for 
improvements to grounds; repairs to the floors in the toilets 
located in the original section of the building; and equipment 
for instruction and janitorial services. 

Last year’s money in Permanent Improvements and New 
Equipment was spent for audio-visual classroom aids; addi- 
tional student desks and chairs; and playground improvement. 


ACADEMIC PROGRESS 


The implementation of a new and competitive teacher 
salary schedule last year enabled us to gain in the employ- 
ment of degree teachers. The salary schedule planned for the 
coming school year was adopted with the thought of encour- 
aging teachers to come and remain in China, with built in in- 
centives to encourage them to continue to study which is 
bound to improve their efficiency as teachers. 

Next September plans call for the following grade divi- 
sions for the 14 classrooms: two divisions in Grades 1, 2, 3, 
4, 6 and 7; one division in Grades 5 and 8. This means the 
pupil teacher ratio will be acceptable according to present day 
standards in all divisions except grades five and eight. 

The budget, as presented, is adequate to allow your 
schools curriculum to keep up with the times and the growth 
of the community.

CHINA ELEMENTARY SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 
July 1, 1966 to June 30, 1967 


An audit has been completed of the financial transac- 
tions of the China Elementary School Lunch Program for the 
year ended June 30, 1967. The audit included an examination 
of the records maintained by the principal of the elementary 
school. 


The cash balance of $790.52 was on deposit in the Fed- 
eral Trust Company, Waterville, Maine at June 30, 1967. 


Receipts of $16,172.67 for the year were derived princi- 
pally from the sale of student lunches and governmental sub- 
sidies. Disbursements totaled $15,576.22 of which $15,033.32 
was expended for food and labor. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. The cash records were checked to determine the accu- 
racy of recorded cash transactions. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks.

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CHINA STUDY COMMITTEE REPORT ON THE 
HOUSING NEEDS OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


This committee considered space needs to provide a good 
educational faciilty for our children. 


Cafeteria. The committee considered a new cafeteria to 
be the number one need. The present cafeteria was built in 
1952 to accommodate a school population of approximately 
100 students. We now feed over 300 students in two shifts of 
150 students each. The cafeteria is less than one half the size 
specified by the State Dep’t of Education for this number of 
students. It has inadequate kitchen facilities ,as well as in- 
adequate ventilation and lighting. With the over-crowded con- 
dition and unsafe exits the cafeteria is a fire hazard. 


Additional class room space is the number two need. We 
feel there should be two rooms per grade which would enable 
each grade to be grouped into homogeneous classes. There 
should also be two class rooms for the kindergarten as we 
feel that kindergarten, or sub-primary, must be included in 
the school. With a total of nine grades and two rooms for 
each grade, we will need 18 class rooms. There are presently 
14 classrooms. We, therefore, find a need of 4 additional class- 
rooms. 


After surveying the pre-school population the commit- 
tee arrived at a projected enrollment of 443 students, which 
is an average of 24 students per classroom. Projecting to 
1977, this will have increased to 500 pupils, which is an aver- 
age of 28 students per classroom. 


....Multipurpose Room. Our study shows there is a tremen- 
dous need for a multipurpose rooom to be used for—Cafete- 
ria, auditorium, and gymnasium. 


Health Room. The committee recommends that the pres- 
ent remedial reading room, which is too small for this use, 
be used as a health room. At the present time, there are no 
fafilities for health clinics and an infirmary. A sick child now 
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must sit in the corridor or principal’s office for possibly long 
periods of time while waiting for a ride home. 

Remedial Reading Room. The school needs an adequate 
remedial reading room.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE DISTRICT 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


In exploring the avenues open to the town of China in 
forming a School Administrative District, this committee met 
first with the trustees of Erskine Academy. We learned that 
they would make their facilities available to an S. A. D. at 
the cost of $250,000. 

We met next with school boards and selectmen of the 
towns of China, Vassalboro, and Winslow at a joint meeting. 
Although those in attendance from Winslow were not inter- 
ested in further study of this grouping of towns, we learned 
later that this did not necessarily represent the feeling of the 
school board. 

Our third meeting involve the towns of Vassalboro, Wind- 
sor, Whitefield, Somerville, and Palermo. We held three dif- 
ferent meetings with this group and learned that they are all 
interested in further study of this particular group. 


We wish to make the following recommendations: 

1. That the overall educational system in China will bene- 
fit from the formation of an §.A.D. 

2. That this committee, or another committee appointed 
by the town in March 1968, study the above mention- 
ed avenues in more detail. 

3. That we look into other possible avenues, such as 
Augusta and Waterville. 

4, That the committee appointed by the 1968 town meet- 
ing report to the town and make a definite recom- 
mendation as to which group of towns it thinks China 
should join to form an S.A.D. This report to be made 
to the town at such time as the committee feels is 
right, based on information available and readiness 
of the other towns involved.

Dear Mr. Bessey, 


The following is a report of white pine blister rust con- 
trol work performed in your town, in cooperation with the 
Maine Forest Service and U.S. Forest Service, during the sum- 
mer eradication season of 1967. 


The disease is controlled by destroying wild and cultivat- 
ed currants and gooseberries, called ribes, growing in white 
pine stands and surrounding protective zones. Spread from 
pine to pine is not possible as the rust occurs alternately on 
white pine and ribes, and is spread by spores carried by wind 
and air currents from one host to another. The disease trav- 
els only short distances from the ribes to the pines. It is 
through this weak link that it is so effectively and economi- 
cally controlled. 


The white pine survey records, resulting from mapping 
on aerial photographs, show that China has 4,520 acres of 
white pine, necessitating control on 12,425 acres. 


The town appropriated $400.00, and during the control 
season 4,699 ribes were destroyed on 3,385 acres and 2,743 
acres were mapped on aerial photographs, at a cost of $799.72 
(Town $387.39, State and Federal $412.33). Much new white 
pine reproduction was found growing in old fields, pastures 
and cut-over lands. There remains approximately 5,400 acres

needing attention. The attached map shows the control area 
needing work in 1968 and control area not neededing work at 
present. 


As the work is conducted on a cooperative basis, we rec- 
ommend that your town make funds available for the 1968 
season.

JANUARY 1, 1967 TO DECEMBER 31, 1967 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of 
the Town ofi China for the year ended December 31, 1967. 
The audit consisted of an examination of the financial rec- 
ords maintained under the supervision of the Town Manager 
and municipal officials. 


The Summary of operations for the period showed that 
the net unexpended balances lapsed to surplus amounted to 
$12,622.24 per the following summary:

The overlay and unappropriated income were the princi- 
pal factors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. Sig- 
nificant overdrafts occurred in Winter Roads, Town equip- 
ment and Interest accounts. 


ASSETS...The General fund cash balance of $7,518.88 
was on deposit in Depositors Trust Co., Augusta, Maine, on 
December 31, 1967. Petty cash amounted to $75.00. 

Taxes Receivable totaling $15,463.44 consisted for the 
most part, of current years accounts of $15,419.08. The re- 
maining balance of $44.85 was for prior years dated from 
1965. Tax liens and Tax Acquired Property amounted to $2,- 
301.77 and $530.94 respectively. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS...Departmental operating 
accounts showed an unexpended balance of $1,031.56 in edu- 
cation accounts, carried forward to the ensuing year. 

Unappropriated surplus amounted to $24,838.00 at the 
year end, an increase of $852.97 as compared with the preced- 
ing year.

TOWN OF CHINA, MAINE 
PROPOSED ORDINANCE FOR THE ACCEPTANCE 
OF STREETS AND WAYS 


ORDINANCE 

An ORDINANCE regulating the laying out and accept- 
ance of new streets and ways, or parts thereof, by the Town 
of China. 

Be it ordained by the Town of China as follows: 


SECTION. 1. DEFINITION 

This Ordinance applies to the acceptance of new town 
roads, streets, ways, and/or the relocation or major altera- 
tion thereof. 

It applies to roads, streets or ways predominantly serv- 
ing permanent all year residents or businesses. It does not 
preclude but neither does it contemplate or imply the ac- 
ceptance of ways serving property predominantly occupied 
or used only on a seasonal basis. 

Streets or ways dedicated, partially constructed, or used 
for public travel prior to the passage of this Ordinance shall 
comply with the requirements of this Ordinance before for- 
mal acceptance by the Town, except that, in such cases, the 
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Town may, by vote at a legal Town Meeting, modify certain 
of these requirements upon concurrent recommendation of 
the Board of Selectmen and the Planning Board. 


SECTION 2. APPLICATIONS 


Applicants for the acceptance of a new street or way 
must file a plan showing the following:

The scale of the plan. 

The direction of magnetic north. 

The starting and ending points with relation to 
established roads, streets or ways. 

The street lines, with relation to existing buildings 
and landmarks. 

Dimensions, both lineal and angular, necessary for 
locating boundaries, and necessary for locating 
subdivisions, lots, easements, and building lines. 

The lots as laid out on said street, and showing the 
names of all owners of abutting property. 

All natural water ways and water courses in or in 
land contiguous to the said streets or ways. 


With the plan, applicants shall submit a written applica- 
tion for acceptance, giving the following information:

The names of the owner or owners of the land con- 
taining the street or way to be accepted. 

The name or names of the developers. 

A statement of any legal encumbrances on the 
property. 

A statement giving the proposed starting and fin- 
ishing dates of the street construction. 


If the proposed street or way shall contain any grade of 
oY or greater, the applicant shall also submit with the plan 
and written application, a profile drawing showing:

The scale of the profile, both horizontal and verti- 
cal. 

Proposed provision for ditching, culverts, bridges, 
and for storm drainage with respect to natural 
waterways or contours. 
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All applications shall be made to and supporting data 
filed with the Selectmen of the Town of China, and approval 
for acceptance must be obtained before the plans are filed 
with the Registry of Deeds. 


SECTION 3. SPECIFICATIONS 


No street shall be accepted by the Town as a public way 
unless the following specifications have been complied with: 


A. The mininum RIGHT OF WAY width shall be fifty feet. 


B. The entire width of RIGHT OF WAY shall be cleaned of 
all stumps, roots, bushes, and perishable material, includ- 
ing all trees except those not interfering with travel or 
use, and deemed to be desirable for shade and/or beau- 
tification by the Selectmen. 


C. The road section shall be in the approximate center of 
the RIGHT OF WAY and in no case less than eight feet 
(8 ft.) from either side boundary. The finish grade shall 
be in the approximate center of the roadway. 


D. The base grading shall contain’no rocks or other mate- 
rial larger in size than one-third (1/3) the depth of the 
base and shall be a minimum of eighteen inches (18’’) 
in depth. 


EK. The finish grade shall consist of a suitable clean gravel 
to which has been applied a minimum of seven-tenths 
(7/10) of a gallon per square yard of an acceptable tar 
sealer. 


I’. Adequate provision shall be made for the disposal of sur- 
face water through asphalt ditches, coated culverts, and/ 
or other similar means. Culverts shall be not less than 
twelve inches (12’’) in size. Manholes shall be no less than 
thirty by thirty inches (30’’x30”). Both culverts and 
manholes shall be of steel or concrete. 


G. All construction shall comply with cross-section profile 
drawings accompanying and made an integral part of 
this Ordinance, except for variations approved by the 
Planning Board. The details of these drawings apply- 
ing to the terrain on which construction is made shall be 
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a requirement as to dimensions, subgrade, base, finish 
grade, roadway, shoulders, ditches, slopes, crown, mate- 
rials, and other details. 

H. No trees or shrubs shall be planted or transplanted with- 
in the RIGHT OF WAY. 

I. Cul-de-sac and dead-end streets shall have a minimum 
turning radius of seventy five feet (75’) at the closed 
end. 

J. All streets shall be crowned in accordance with good en- 
gineering practice and provided with adequate drainage. 

K. Street grades shall be minimum of 0.5% and a maximum 
of 12°. 


SECTION 4. SLOPE EASEMENTS 


Whenever the ratio of slopes for ditches, shoulders, grad- 
ing and other purposes required by this Ordinance cannot be 
adhered to within the required fifty foot road limits, and grad- 
ing or excavation is necessary beyond this width, it shall be 
necessary for the developer or builder to secure good and suf- 
ficient slope easements from abutting owners without cost 
or expense to the Town, and such rights properly indemnify- 
ing the Town shall be presented and recorded prior to any ac- 
tion for acceptance. 


SECTION 5. DRIVEWAY ENTRANCES 


Each abutting property owner or the developer, as the 
case may be, shall not obstruct the flow or drainage of any 
ditch existing on any road or street within the jurisdiction of 
the Town by the construction of a driveway or entrance to 
his property. To comply with this, all culverts that may be 
necessary shall be furnished by the owner or developer. On 
accepted streets the culvert furnished will be installed and 
maintained by the Town. Prior to acceptance of any street, 
such culverts shall be installed in accordance with this Ord- 
inance by the property owner or developer, but will be main- 
tained by the Town following acceptance of the street. Culvert 
sizes and material shall be as specified in the specification 
section of this Ordinance. Lengths shall be a minimum of 
thirty feet (30’). 
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SECTION 6. SIDEWALKS 


The Board of Selectmen shall have the authority to des- 
ignate whether sidewalks shall be required or not, and whe- 
ther sidewalks shall be constructed on both sides of the street 
or way or only on one designated side. Such sidewalks as are 
required shall abut the boundaries of the RIGHT OF WAY 
and shall conform to the cross-section drawing of construc- 
tion details. 


SECTION 7. UTILITIES 


Longitudinal runs of water or sewer mains shall be laid 
outside of the twenty-four foot roadbed and clear of any pres- 
ent or designated sidewalks. Utility poles shall be so placed 
that any present or designated sidewalk may be contained 
within the boundaries of the street or way without obstruc- 
tion by poles or appurtenances. 


SECTION 8. INSPECTION DURING CONSTRUCTION 


Whenever an application for the acceptance of a street 
or road is received, the Road Commissioner of the Town shall 
be fully informed and given all data as to layout and location. 
It shall be the duty of the Road Commissioner to make suf- 
ficient inspections during construction to have knowledge of 
compliance or non-compliance with this Ordinance and to re- 
port fully on the same upon request of the Board of Select- 
men or the Planning Board. 


SECTION 9. PLANNING BOARD CONCURRENCE 


Whenever an application for laying out and accepting any 
street or way is presented to the Board of Selectmen, it shall 
refer the same to the Planning Board, which shall proceed 
to examine the application and the site. No street or way shall 
be presented to the Town for acceptance until the Planning 
Board shall have made a careful investigation and shall have 
reported to the Board of Selectmen that the provisions of this 
Ordinance have been complied with. 


Following such report by the Planning Board, the Board 
of Selectmen may give clearance for the construction of said 
road or way within the limitations of this Ordinance, and 
without prejudice of rights as to final recommendation for 
acceptance, or as to acceptance by the Town. 
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SECTION 10. BOND 

No street or way shall be accepted unless and until the 
Board of Selectmen have been furnished with a bond satis- 
factory to them, with at least two adequate sureties, provid- 
ing that the developer, or persons petitioning for the street 
or way, will be responsible for a period of two years from the 
date of acceptance to repair any defects or condition of said 
street or way unsatisfactory to the Board of Selectmen which 
arises out of the failure of the developer or said petitioners 
to prepare said street or way to the specifications provided 
for in this Ordinance. Said bond shall be in the minimum 
amount of $500 and in the maximum amount of one dollar 
per foot of the length of said street or way, the amount to 
be fixed by the Board of Selectmen within said limits. 


SECTION 11. RECOMMENDATION FOR ACCEPTANCE 


At such time as the developer has complied with the 
above specifications to the satisfaction of both the Board of 
Selectmen and the Planning Board, the Board of Selectmen 
may give such developer a written statement that he has com- 
plied with the specifications of the Ordinace, and that such 
Board will recommend the acceptance of such street or way 
at the next regular Town Meeting, or at a special Town Meet- 
ing called for this purpose within a reasonable and feasible 
time. 


SECTION 12. PREVIOUS ACTIONS 


The above Ordinance rescinds any previous Ordinance 
or actions, or any part thereof, previously approved or ac- 
cepted by the Town of China, where it conflicts in any way 
with the above sections of this Ordinance.

Whenever the municipal officers shall find a building or 
structure or any portion thereof is structurally unsafe; un- 
stable; unsanitary; constitutes a fire hazard; is unsuitable 
or improper for the use or occupancy to which it is put; con- 
stitutes a hazard to health or safety because of inadequate 
maintenance, dilapidation, obsolescence or abandonment or 
is otherwise dangerous to life or property, they may after 
notice and hearing on this matter, adjudge the same to be a 
nuisance or dangerous and may make and record an order 
prescribing what disposal shall be made thereof. 


1. Notice. The notice shall be in writing sent by certified 
mail to the owner or owners at their last known address 
at least.14 days next prior to the date of hearing. 


2. Notice how published. When the name or address of any 
owner or co-owner is unknown or is not ascertainable 
with reasonable diligence, then, the notice shall be pub-, 
lished once a week for 3 successive weeks prior to the. 
date of hearing in a newspaper generally circulated in 
the county, or if none, in the state paper. 


3. Order. The order made by the municipal officers shall be 
recorded by the municipal clerk who shall forthwith send 
an attested copy thereof to the owner or co-owner by 
certified mail to his last known address, or if the name 
or address cannot be ascertain, the clerk shall publish a 
copy of the order in the same manner as provided for 
notice in subsection 2. 


Section 2852 Appeal; hearing 


Any person aggrieved by such order may, within 30 days 
after said order is made and recorded, file an appeal therefrom 
to any Justice of the Supreme Judicial or Superior Court who 
shall, after notice and hearing, affirm, annul or alter such 
order and may render such judgment as to costs as justice 
requires. 
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Section 2853 Municipal officers may order nuisance abated 


If no appeal is filed, the municipal officers of such mu- 
nicipality shall cause said nuisance to be abated or removed 
in compliance with their order, and all expenses thereof shall 
be repaid to the municipality by the owner or co-owner with- 
in 30 days after demand or a special tax may be assessed by 
the assessors against the land on which said building was lo- 
cated for the amount of such expenses and such amount shall 
be included in the next annual warrant to the tax collector of 
said town for collection, and shall be collected in the same 
manner as other state, county and municipal taxes are col- 
lected. 


Personal property located within said nuisance shall be 
removed upon written notice of the municipal officers sent 
by certified mail at least 14 days prior to the abatement of 
said nuisance. The notice shall be sent to the owner or own- 
ers at their last known address and shall specify that unless 
said property is removed it will be disposed of by the munici- 
pality. 


Section 2854 Costs 

If the court affirms such order, costs shall be recovered 
by the town. If it wholly annuls such order, costs shall be re- 
covered by the applicant. If it alters it in part, the court may 
render such judgment to costs as justice requires . 


Section 2855 Entry into force by town vote 


This subchapter shall not be in force in any town unless 
adopted at a legal meeting thereof. 


Hereof fail not and have you this warrant with your do- 
ing thereon.

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MORE ON THE HISTORY OF CHINA 


September 28, 1967 


After more than two years of careful research I finally 
have the day of the first settlement of China. It was APRIL 
10, 1774, just one year and nine days before the beginning of 
the American Revolution. It was known as Jones Plantation 
at that time. Later it was incorporated under the name of 
Harlem, on February 3, 1796. Eventually we find portions of 
Harlem, Albion and Winslow incorporated under the name of 
China, June 5, 1818, two years before the State of Maine sep- 
arated from Massachusetts and came into the Union as the 
23rd state. Therefore, the 200th anniversary, or bicentennial, 
of the town will be April 10, 1974.
